SUBJECT : NSC Meeting on Sanctions, 9 November 1982 


1. [.___] believes that the thrust of today's meeting 
will be on the Shultz package, that is his efforts to develop 
an agreed set of initiatives with the Europeans as a trade off 
for the pipeline sanctions. [-__] will give you the latest 25X14 
information he has on this issue. In Tab B you will see 
that the Director sent Shultz comments on the package. 


2. The forced labor issue could arise during the discussions 
today. I have included the unclassified summary provided to 
Senator Percy, as well as the most recent classified assessments 
of the issue. 


3. Included also in your package is the SNIE on the 
pipeline, the status of Soviet efforts to produce their own 
turbines from aircraft engines, a Commerce study on the 
pipeline and a couple of research papers on West Siberia and 
Soviet domestic energy requirements. 


4, Because Poland is an integral part of this issue, 
I have ee ee The DDI will provide 
you about mid-afternoon an update on that assessment, depending 
on what has transpired today in Poland. 
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
